EE Prudence and Wiſdom of Foſeph in Egypt, the 
I - Sgatcity and Dearneſs-of Grain that happen'd 
lately in this Kingdom, the Example of all wel} regu- 
lated States and Kingdoms abroad, doth ſufficiently prove 
the grbat Advantage it js for avy State or Kingdom to | 
Have Quantities of Gtain provided, and laid up in Gra | 
naries to guard againſt all Event e. 
The Farmers in this Ringdom being obliged to Pay 
all their Rents in Specie, and Grain falling oft - times 
low, and ſcarcity. of Money very great, that it often 
happens hard for a Farmer to fel] his Grain at any 
rate, for anſwering his Rent in the proper Seaſon, and | 
when Sold amounts to a ſmall Sym, which often oblig- 
- eth Farmers to fell greateſt Part of their Grain for Pay. 
*ment of their Rent, fot fear of bong Diftrained, and 
turn'd out of their Farms, leaving little for Support 
of their Families and Sowing their Lands: Bad 
Weather often happening, when leaſt expected, and 
People badly provided, which obliges Farmers to give|

That it doth plainly appear it wou'd be for the In- 
- tereſt and Advantage of this Kingdom, that a Trade 
with Spain, Portugal, and the Iſlands thereunto belongs 
ing, were incourag'd, and at leaſt twenty Pound Kerl. 
per Tun Duty laid on all Wines from France, or Pay 
the ſame Duty as in Great Brita; alſo that all Spirits 
from France, and other Parts from abroad, ſhou'd Pay 
the ſame Duty as is Paid in Great-Britain, and allow 
Moloſſes and Juniper-Berries to be imported in all 
Ships belonging to this Kingdom, Duty-free. | 

That by filling Moloſſes and our own Grain, we 

ſhall be capable of making Spirits of ſeveral Sorts as 
well as in Great-Britain, and other Parts abroad, for the 
Service of our own Kingdom; alſo to Ship abroad for 
the Uſe and Service of our Navigation, and for Sale, as. 
other States and Kingdoms under the ſame Circumſtan- 
ces we are, frequently do : By which Means the whole 
Value, or greateſt Part of all the Proviſions and other 
Commodities imported into France, from this Kingdom, 
will be returned in Specie, or Bills of Exchange, and 
bur Merchants will not be under a Neceſſity to glut 
pr overſtock their Markets with our Provifions and o- 
ther Commodities, for Purchaſing their Wines, Bran- 
dies and other Commodities, as formerly they have 
been oblig'd to do, and France will take the ſame Quan- 
tities of Proviſions and other Commodities from us, as 
formerly they have done, and give us better Prices for 
what Provifions and other Commodities we ſend them, 
and will ſend Commiſſions for what they may want 
from us, to be Loaded on their own Ships, or by 
Freighting others, and Pay the fame in Specie, or Bills
